2. Te comply with the foregoing instructions, Project Headquarters 
ie forwarding ans an attachment a current List of persons clesred at 
your facility, Upon ite receipt you are requested to review the List 
with the arpropriate individuals in your organization. This review 
should be underteken with a positive vlew to eliminatiag those persons 
frum the Project whose participation is not absolutely essential to 
the accomplishment ef Project mission. Tn the near future a Project 
security representative will visit your facility to review your adjusted 
list of persons who must retain their cleariunes. 


3. Oa the earliest possible date, you are requested to assenble 
your cleared people, segregated according to briefing phase authorized, 
and conduct a security reindovtrination. Your velefings should 
strongly emphasize to the individual the significance. of his work in 
terms of national security, his personal responsibility for protecting 
the knowledge he possesses and his liabliity under Federal law to pro- 
tect that; knowledge. During these sessiona you should solicit ccmmentez 
or suggestions which would lead to an improvement in Project security. 
These reindoctrinations should be conducted on a quarterly basis 
hereafter. 


4. You are advised that all future requests for clearances must 
be accompanied by the strongest justification.
